The American people  de- 
mand with insistency, persistency and 
determination that it must be syb- 
dued. If we stand fast on that point 
we will at least have quiet in the 
several communities of the nation.

MOVING TO 
THE WEST. 
Star of Manufacture 
Coming This Way. 
Facts Brought Out by 
the Census Report. 


More Manufacturing in Indi- 
ana Today Than in Con- 
necticut. 


BY MERRITT BUTLER. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE } 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Is the 
manufacturing West to overshadow the 
manufacturing East Is the star of 
industrial empire, which has so long 
shone upon the Atlantic Coast States, 
to follow the star of agricultural em- 
pire and the star of political empire 
in their westward courses? Are the 
manufacturing centers of the East to 
take a subordinate place before the 
giant-grown centers of the West. 
If the facts of the last census are to 
be taken as an earnest of things to 
come, the answer to these questions is 


emphatically yes. Although the East 


stil] leads the West by more than two 
billion dollars’ worth of manufactured 
ucts, yet the West is growing 

ter than the East. In the ten 
years, ending with 1900, ten States of 
the so-called Middle West made a 
greater relative gain than ten States 
of the seaboard in not only the total 
value of but also the num- 


paid and the cost of material used. 


Only in the increase of capital 
vested did the Eastern States surpass 
the Western. 


Uncle Sam's Census Bureau has 
given out before now many a mass of 
undigested figures, but it has rarely 
presented any from which more inter- 
esting facts can be literally dug out. 
As signs of the industria! trend of the 
ret ogy these have an impressive

Although the East gained in this 

decade $1,609,000, and the West 
gained but $1,168,000,000, yet the per 
cent. of growth, which is after all the 
real test, was 36.9 for the West, 
32.9 for the East. In 1904, at the pres- 
ent rate of growth the West will have 
reached the level which the East at- 
tained in 1890. In a word the West is 
approximately fourteen years behind 
the East as a producer of manufac- 
ture. 

That the West will steadily continue 
to grow at a more rapid rate than the 
East is manifestly probable. Its 
“boom” period is past. In 1880 its 
manufactured products were worth $1,- 
191,520,608. In 1890 the total was $3,148,498,- 
549, an enormous increase during the 
ten years of 164 per cent. In the last 
decade normal conditions have come 
into play, reducing the growth to 
healthy proportions. Now with a pop- 
ulation greater by 25 per cent. than the 
manufacturing East, with an area 
more than three and a half times 
greater and with an increasing diversi- 
fication of industry, resulting from the 
approach to an agricultural maximum, 


the manufacturing West fs plainly to be 


a constantly augmenting industrial 
power. 

In the increase in number of manu- 
facturing establishments between 1890 
and 1900, the difference between the 
two sections is even more marked than 


in respect to products. Here are the

While the establishments in the East 
increased 40,884 or 24.9 per cent.. those 
of the West increased 59.163 or 49 per 
cent—almost double. In 1900 there were 
in the West 16,000 more establishments 
than there were in the East in 18990. 

In ‘number of wage earners the West 
made a relative, though not an actual 
gain. The totals were:

Thus the East gained in the ten 
years 455.941 to the West's 285.595, but 
the per cent. of gain of the West was 
°2°9 to the East's 19.5. 

In amount of wages paid the gain 
of the West was again less actually. 
but more relatively than the gain of 
the Fast.

It oan in the significant matter of 
capital invested that the East made 
its only gain over the West, both actu-

The increase of capital in eastern 
manufactures was $1,787,640,656 or only 
a smal! fraction under 50 per cent. The 
increase of capital in the West was 
$867,418.711 or 42.9 per cent. Putting 
this difference in another form, more 
than $2 of additional capital was put 
into manufacturing in the East to ev- 
ery dollar so invested in the West. 

The explanation of this discrepancy 
is not difficult. Capital, .proverbially 
timid, sought first the fleld that had 
paid large profits in the past. More- 
over the East, which normally has 
more ready capital than the West, 
doubtless invested it largely in that 
section and in its most important in- 
austry. And again the investment of 
western capital in local manufactures 
was doubtless retarded by the agri- 
cultural prosperity, which invited the 
enlargement of farming operations and 
absorbed a large share of the unin- 
vested money of the West.

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THE COMET NOW VISIBLE. 
(SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED TOTHETIMES.)} 

An interesting, though not very con- 
spicuous, object, is shining in the 
zenith about & o'clock each evening. It 
is comet B, 1902, discovered by C. D. 
Perrine of the Lick Observatory, in the 
Constellation Perseus, on the morning 
of September 1, and independently by 
M. BoreUy at the Marseilles Observa- 
tory on the 2d of September. The comet 
has been traveling south-westwardly 
along the Milky Way,,until it has now 


known as the Northern Cross in the 
Constellation Cygnus, or the Swan. 
From the date of its discovery it has 
been rapidly approaching the earth 
and the sun, and was, on the 8th of 
October, at itg nearest approach to the 
former—being but 35,000,000 miles from 
the earth, and with a coma so large 
that it fills the whole field of the six- 
teen-inch refractor at the Lowe Ob-

servatory. The comet is consequently 
now at its brightest, though some--| 
what dimmed by the presence of the 
moon. It will continue advancing to- | 
ward the sun till November 23, when 
it will be 37,000,000 miles from that 
luminary, or about as far away as 
the planet Mercury. But it will then 
be so far from the earth—about 130,- 
000,000 miles—as to be visible only 
through a telescope. 

To find the position of the comet, take 
an opera or field glass, and scan the 
vicinity of the star which marks the 
eastern cross-beam of the Cross. Be- 
tween that and the main stem of the 
Cross, amid the faint stars of the 
will see a small, 
bright, cloud-like patch of light, which 
in the nucleus of the comet, and from 
which a large telescope shows a_ faint 
coma extending in every direction, and 
a short tail projecting away from the 


sun. 

What a mysterious object is this 
fromthe depths of space, now 
visiting the neighborhood of the sun 
perhaps for the first time in its his- 
tory—a history whioh reaches back into 
the dim eons of a past so mighty 
that it may be coeval with the birth 
of the solar system. 

From the fearful cold of interstellar 
space, where its carbon and hydrogen 

were reduced to inert solid par- 
ticles, it is speeding with enormous 
velocity toward the sun, where its 
frozen vapors wil! be melted and ex- 
panded, and thrown into violent inter- 
nal commotion, and our astronomers 
will follow the phenomenal changes 
‘with their telescopes, their spectro- 
scopes, and their sensitive cameras, 
and a complete history of its marvelous 
physical changes will be given com 
nto

Asparagus Rust. 

_A. F. Woods, pathologist and physiol- 
ogist of the Bureau of Plant Industry, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, in a letter, has the following on 
“Asparagus Rust,” and the danger of 
importing it into California: 


“Asparagus 
DC.) is a native of Europe, and was 
introduced into New Jersey in 1896, 
and in the succeeding* four years spread 
over the whole Eastern and Central 
United States, doing an immense 
amount of damage. It now occurs as 
far west as Nebraska and the Dakotas, 
and it is probable that it occurs nearly 
everywhere east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. It will be a difficult task te 
keep the rust out of Cali The 
greatest danger lies in the introduction 
of the rust in young plants from the 
East, and to make any quarantine ef- 
fective, the importation of asparagus 


Mountains would have to be entirely 
prohibited. If the California growers 
now purchase any plants from the East- 
ern States, it will be practically im- 
possible to avoid the introduction of 
the disease in the near future. It will 
be impossible to determine, from an 
examination of roots of young plants, 
whether or not they are affected by 
rust, as the fungus lives inside the 
tissues of the plants. and does not ap- 
pear on the outside of the plant until 
it is nearly grown, when it bursts 
the

' “One of the est duties that de- 
volves on the board is the discipline 
or dismissa] of teachers. In many in- 
stances the circumstances are pitiful, 
and if the individual alone were t 
considered the findings usually would 
be on the side of the person on tria). 
But the board has another duty to 
perform. It must guard the interests 
of the thousands of pupils and of the 
taxpayers who provide the money for 
the maintenance of the schools.

» If they cannot be dismissed be- 
cause of incapacitation through ad- 
vanced age or other cause it may be 
that a system of pensions should be 
adopted, but as the matter stands at 
present the only safeguard of the sys- 
tem is to leave the employment 
dismissal of instructors to the discre- 
tion of the board.”
